It’s been clear for years that the 
city must build more housing but a new 
city report finds that high-income hous- 
ing is exceeding needs while affordable 
housing needs a dramatic boost. 

While housing production is behind 
population growth, more focus has 
been placed in recent years on low- and 
moderate-income housing, as seen in 
the city’s first “Jobs-Housing Fit” re- 
port released by the Budget and Legis- 
lative Analyst’s Office on Wednesday. 

“The reality is that low- and mid- 
dle-income workers get overlooked 


and are forced to move to the fringes 
of the region,” said Fernando Marti, 
co-director of the Council of Commu- 
nity Housing Organizations, in a state- 
ment. “This Jobs-Housing Fit report 
reinforces that the ‘build, build, build’ 
as much market-rate housing as possi- 
ble approach, with the idea that it will 
filter down to benefit all income levels, 
has failed.” 

The report, requested by Supervisor 
Gordon Mar, found that San Francisco 
must build 15,629 units for low-in- 
come earners — people making 80 per- 
cent or less of the area median income 
(AMI), about $69,000 a year or less — 
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from now until 2026, but only 1,626 
are in the pipeline. About 3,387 units 
for moderate income earners — those 
between 80 to 120 percent AMI, about 
$103,00 annually for one person — are 
needed but just 577 are planned. 

On the other hand, housing for 
people earning more than 120 percent 
AMI has 18,627 units in the pipeline. 
San Francisco is expected to need 
14,022 units of such housing through 
2026. Since 2010, San Francisco has 
seen a 23 percent decrease in hous- 
ing for low-income earners, an eight 
percent decrease for middle-income 
earners, and a 44 percent increase for 
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high-income earners. 

This is great for the engineers and 
lawyers but not so much for con- 
struction and maintenance workers, 
educators, retail and food employees, 
drivers, janitors and others who make 
the city run. 

“The economic boom in the city 
doesn’t just rely on tech workers, it 
relies on people like me to make food, 
clean homes, and take care of elders,” 
said Erika Chavez, a domestic worker 
with La Colectiva. “We all deserve to 
live here, too.” 

The report comes as a fewer major 
fixes are proposed. The November 
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election could bring $600 million in 
funding for affordable housing through 
Proposition A while Proposition E 
would allow 100 percent affordable 
and educator housing to be built on 
public land. 

But Supervisor Matt Haney’s pro- 
posal to boost a jobs-housing linkage 
fee gets straight to the matter. The 
city imposes fees on developers for a 
variety of funds by square footage but 
the fee on office space for affordable 
housing is based on what advocates 
call an outdated 1997 Nexus study that 
was updated earlier this year. 

Haney’s legislation to more than 
double the fee to $69.60 per gross 
square foot was approved by the 
Planning Commission in September, 
against the Planning Department’s rec- 
ommendation. 

After a Board of Supervisors Land 
Use and Transportation Committee 
hearing on Oct. 21, the legislation was 
amended to take effect over two years 
with different tiers. It will go before 
the entire Board of Supervisors for a 
vote on Oct. 29. 

Most of the $19 million collected 
from the jobs-housing linkage fee be- 
tween June 2016 and June 2018 has 
already been spent. 

Developments related to the 
jobs-housing link also come nearly a 
year after the Central SoMa plan was 
approved to bring 33,000 more jobs 
and 8,000 housing units to the area. To 
keep better track the of impact of jobs 
on housing, Mar will introduce legisla- 
tion to require a similar annual report 
by the Planning Department. 

“It’s time we face the data when 
making economic policy and land use 
decisions,” Mar said, “and it’s time to 
confront housing and other impacts on 
low and moderate-wage workers and 
families.” 
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City Slowly Adds More Red

Red light cameras are, slowly, 
coming back to San Francisco city 
streets. 

The previous generation of red light 
cameras — old, analog devices that 
used, get this, actual film — were dete- 
riorating over time, and finally taken 
offline completely in January. Since 
then, the San Francisco Municipal 
Transportation Authority has been in- 
stalling new, digital cameras as part of 
a $2.5 million upgrade project. 

Erica Kato, an SFMTA spokesper- 
son, said that as this week, four of the 
new cameras had been operating for 
more than 30 days, during which they 
had generated 670 citations. 

Five additional cameras came on- 
line within the last month. By the end 
of 2019, a total of 19 are expected to 
be up and running (although one, at 
Van Ness and Broadway, is part of the 
Van Ness Bus Rapid Transit project 
and won't see use until the BRT is 
completed). 

Each camera covers only one ap- 
proach to an intersection, meaning it 
would take several cameras to have full 
enforcement at a single intersection. 
Those 19 cameras are spread out across 
13 intersections. 

The construction costs for installing 
a camera include the camera poles, 
flash units, conduits, and more. The 
$2.5 million spread across 19 ap- 
proaches comes out to approximately 
$132,000 per camera. 

“We've had a program that’s been 
relatively successful in that it’s main- 
tained public support, which is an 
important thing to have for a camera 
enforcement program,’ Ricardo Olea, a 
city traffic engineer, told SFMTA direc- 
tors at a Policy and Governance Com- 
mittee meeting Tuesday morning. 

Red light cameras in other cities 
have faced some technical and legal 
challenges, prompting some cities to 
abandon their programs. 

“Even in California, there’s been is- 
sues with feelings from the public that 
the systems are sometimes installed to 
make money,” Olea said. “We want to 
make sure the public is aware that in 
San Francisco, the main goal of the red 
light program is to improve safety.”

Olea said there’s also sometimes 
public confusion about what does and 
doesn’t constitute a red light violation. 
In California, citations for running 
lights are only issued to vehicles enter- 
ing an intersection when the light is 
already red. 

“So, vehicles that are entering on 
the yellow, and are still in the intersec- 
tion on the yellow, are still legal — and 
the vehicle code requires those people 
to just clear out,” he said. 

SFMTA has even added a grace 
period, giving drivers another 0.3 sec- 
onds after the light has turned red to 
enter the intersection before issuing a 
citation. 

That’s not the only timing tweak 
SFMTA has implemented. Traffic lights 
in the city are programmed with yellow 
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times longer than the state-mandated 
minimums to give pedestrians longer 
to clear an intersection. Intersections 
also have an “all red clearance phase” 
— that one, or two second pause after 
a light turns red before opposing traffic 
gets a green. 

“When I started working for the 
city a long time ago, we didn’t have 
that as a tool,” Olea said. “But now we 
do it based on a formula, so the wider 
the street, the longer the pause.” 

Bicycle and pedestrian advocacy 
groups said they were generally pleased 
with the return of red light cameras to 
San Francisco, but were eager for more 
than just 19 of them. At its peak, un- 
der the old analog system, there were 
some 47 cameras across the city. 

“We know red light running is one 
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of the most dangerous 
driving behaviors, and 
most likely to lead to a 
traffic crash or hurt peo- 
ple,” said Marta Lindsey, 
communications director 
for Walk SF. “It’s a wild 
west out there. No one 
is thinking there is any 
enforcement of any dan- 
gerous driving behavior, 
so it’s just rampant.” 

Olea said SFMTA has 
started the process of 
identifying another $2.5 
million to expand the pro- 
gram next year. 


Surprise 
settlement in 


Sutter Health 
antitrust case

Sutter Health has reached a prelimi- 
nary settlement agreement in a closely watched 
antitrust case brought by self-funded employers, 
and later joined by the California Attorney Gen- 
eral’s Office. The agreement was announced in 
San Francisco Superior Court Wednesday morn- 
ing, just before opening arguments were ex- 
pected to begin. 

Details have not been made public, and 
the parties declined to talk to reporters. Su- 
perior Court Judge Anne-Christine Massullo 
told the jury that details likely will be made 
public during approval hearings in February 
or March. 

There were audible cheers from the jury 
following the announcement that the trial, 
which was expected to last for three months, 
would not continue. 

Sutter stood accused of violating Califor- 
nia’s antitrust laws by using its market power 
to illegally drive up prices. Health care costs 
in Northern California, where Sutter is domi- 
nant, are 20 percent to 30 percent higher than 
in Southern California, even after adjusting 
for cost of living, according to a 2018 study 
from the Nicholas C. Petris Center at the 
University of California-Berkeley cited in the 
complaint. 

The case was a massive undertaking, rep- 
resenting years of work and millions of pages 
of documents, California Attorney General 
Xavier Becerra said before the trial. Sutter was 
expected to face damages of up to $2.7 billion. 
Sutter Health consistently denied the allega- 
tions and argued that it used its market power 
to improve care for patients and expand access 
to people in rural areas. The nonprofit chain 
has 24 hospitals, 34 surgery centers and 5,500 
physicians across Northern California, and 
had $13 billion in operating revenue in 2018. 

The case was expected to have nationwide 
implications on how hospital systems nego- 
tiate prices with insurers. It is not yet clear 
what effect, if any, a settlement agreement 
would have on Sutter's tactics or those of oth- 
er large systems.

Papa & Barkley’s 
Eureka Moment 


As one of the more visible brands 
in California's regulated cannabis indus- 
try, some readers may be familiar with 
the origin story behind Papa & Barkley. 

Founder Adam Grossman created 
the first batch of the brand’s signature 
“Releaf” balm in his parent’s New 
York kitchen, not under the auspices 
of scientific experimentation but as a 
last-ditch act of desperation. Armed 
only with a slow-cooker, Grossman’s 
hope was that his THC-rich concoction 
might aid his father’s debilitating back 
problem. 

Grossman’s dad — the “Papa” of 
Papa & Barkley — responded imme- 
diately to the balm, which has since 
grown into a line of wellness products 
that can be found at seemingly every 
dispensary across California. 

In choosing to scale operations, 
Grossman and his team of executives 
made a choice that suggests the long- 
term possibility that proximity to the 
Bay Area or Los Angeles may, in fact, 
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be overrated when it comes to manu- 
facturing. 

While many cannabis (and cannabis 
adjacent) companies call the Bay Area 
home, others have located in cheaper 
locales closer to the Emerald Trian- 
gle. For this edition of Chem Tales, I 
traveled north to write about Papa & 
Barkley, for whom a pivotal moment 
arrived when Grossman opted to 
situate his company’s manufacturing 
operations in Eureka. 

In the spirit of full disclosure, part 
of the trip was subsidized by Papa & 
Barkley (Editor's note: We felt the news 
value for readers from such a trip out- 
weighed any ethical concerns). 

Located 270 miles north of San 
Francisco, Eureka is a former logging 
town in the process of redefining 
its identity. Grossman believes that 
cannabis — regulated, taxed, safely 
handled cannabis — is 
poised to play a sub- 
stantial role in that 
process. 

“Papa & Barkley’s 
bond with Eureka start- 
ed organically,” Gross- 
man says. “I have family 
there. Now we pride 
ourselves on creating 
positive change through 
initiatives such as donat- 
ing to the Sequoia Park 





Zoo, volunteering at cleanups and the 
local food bank, and by creating jobs. 
In fact, we are now the largest manu- 
facturer in Eureka.” 

Naturally, one of Eureka’s primary 
appeals is its location within the hal- 
lowed Emerald Triangle that connects 
Humboldt, Mendocino, and Trinity 
counties as the epicenter of quality 
cannabis. Working with a number of 
nearby small farmers — Papa & Bar- 
kley purchases various types of can- 
nabis to create their balms, tinctures, 
capsules, and live resins — the effect 
of the company’s presence on Eureka 
itself is palpable. 

“The economic impact of Papa & 
Barkley in Eureka has been impres- 
sive, confirms Lane Miller, finance 
director of the City of Eureka. “They 
have revitalized vacant and run-down 


buildings and have quickly be- 
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come one of the City’s largest private 
employers. Legalization has been 
challenging in Humboldt County, but 
businesses like this make us excited 
for the future. In addition, they have 
been a great community partner and 
are always looking to give back.” 

Recently, Papa & Barkley purchased 
a vacant K-Mart building in the area. 
Grossman and his team are now hard 
at work turning the space into the 
company’s new manufacturing head- 
quarters. 

On a press tour underwritten by 
Papa & Barkley that took place in 
September, one also couldn't help but 
run into employees from the company 
around every street corner. The cama- 
raderie built in this former logging 
hotspot stands in stark contrast to San 
Francisco, where workers leap from 

company to company. 
People genuinely seem 
stoked to work for Gross- 
man’s brand. 

That tends to happen 
when a new employer 
comes to town offering 
401(k) plans with match- 
ing and comprehensive 
benefits. I also observed 
several times people 
stopping Papa & Barkley 
employees on the street 

and thank them for their

product. 

Perhaps the toughest approval of 
all to get is that of the local growers — 
the individuals who have risked their 
freedom, and, in some cases, their lives 
— to provide quality cannabis to those 
in need. One such outfit, Humboldt’s 
Emerald Queen Farms, expresses grat- 
itude for the chance to partner with 
Papa & Barkley. 

Keeping a community alive has vast 
ramifications, from the quality of the 
neighborhood watering hole to the 
availability of seasonal workers direly 
needed at cannabis farms when the 
time arrives for trimming and har- 
vesting. 

“Papa & Barkley continues to prove 
its commitment to our community by 
expanding its manufacturing capa- 
bilities in Eureka, which enables the 
company to hire more locals and keep 
up relations with many small farms 
in Humboldt county,” says Emerald 
Queen’s Hannah Whyte. “This allows 
Papa & Barkley’s purchasing power 
to foster the sustainable cultivation 
traditions of family farms in Humboldt 
County and the Emerald Triangle.” 
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Bar owners 
must protect 
patrons 
from 
bouncers

This week’s question comes from 
Jeffin the Marina, whoasks: 


Q: “I was at a bar with friends. We 
got tipsy, maybe a little more, and the 
bouncer asked my friend to leave. He 
left, then snuck back in. The bouncer 
found him and grabbed him by the hair 
and started pulling him outside. My 
friend screamed, and the bouncer 
threw him outside on the ground, 
about 10 feet from the front door. I 
stood between the bouncer and my 
friend and said, “Stop. We are leaving.” 
My friend got up and told the bouncer 
to go f— himself, and the bouncer took 
a swing at him, missed and hit me in 
the face, breaking my nose. I did noth- 
ing but tried to calm things down and I 


got my nose broken. I called the police, but 
they said they wouldn't make an arrest be- 
cause the bouncer said we both attacked 
him. I know some other witnesses who 
left before the police came. [heard that 
this has happened before with this 
bouncer. He still works there. What can I 
do?” 


A:s eff, the first thing I would do is write 
a letter to the bar owners, tell them what 
happened and have them save any video- 
tape they may have from their security 
cameras. Video security systems usually 
overwrite data, sometimes as soon as 72 
hours. If they have the video and don't 
save it after getting your letter then, 
should the matter go to trial, a judge can 
give the jury an instruction that they 
should assume the evidence would have 
been harmful to them and that’s why they 
destroyed it. 


It has been the law in California for 
more than 200 years that “everyone is 
responsible ... for an injury occasioned 
to another by his or her want of ordi- 
nary care or skill in the management of 
his or her property ...” 


A business proprietor, while not an 
insurer of his or her patron’s safety, is 
required to exercise reasonable care for 
their safety and is liable for injuries re- 
sulting from a breach of this duty. It has 
been held that bar owners have a special 





relationship with their customers, 
imposing a duty upon them to take rea- 
sonable measures to protect them from 
imminent or ongoing criminal conduct 
or injury from fellow customers or em- 
ployees. One case in which liability was 
found involved a bar where the patrons 
were being threatened by a group of 
drunkards and the security guard told 
the patrons that they should leave but 
didn’t escort them to their vehicle. They 
were attacked and beaten in the parking 
lot. The California Supreme Court held 
that a proprietor, who has reason to 
believe from observation or experience 
that the conduct of another endangers a 
customer, has a duty to take reasonable 
steps to protect them from harm. 


In an addition to cases recognizing 
the duty of a bar owner to protect pa- 
trons from others, a bar owner has an 
obligation to protect patrons from their 
own security guards. 


A security guard is required to use 
the least amount of force possible to do 
his or her job. They cannot use physical 
violence unless they, themselves, are in 
threat of bodily harm and, then, only 
that necessary to protect themselves. 
From what you have described here, the 
bouncer used physical violence because 
he had been insulted by your friend. 
You had done nothing to harm or 
threaten the bouncer and, therefore, his 


violence toward anyone was unwarrant- 
ed. In short, he had no legal justification 
and has no valid self-defense argument. 
You can sue him for civil assault and 
battery. 


As far as the bar owner is concerned, 
a bouncer must be properly trained by 
his employer as to their responsibilities 
and limitations. 


For bars located in The City, without 
parking lots, the “zone of authority” of 
the bouncer ends at the front door. He 
is not a policeman and cannot act as a 
vigilante and shouldn't have been en- 
gaging with customers on the sidewalk. 
It appears he may have been improperly 
trained and/or supervised. 


Likewise, a bar owner who has 
knowledge that his or her security 
guard engages in excessive force has 
an obligation to take affirmative steps 
to protect his customers, including 
terminating the bouncer. Here, you 
have evidence that the bar owner knew 
or should have known the bouncer 
presented an unreasonable risk of harm 
and failed to take steps to prevent him 
from hurting another patron. If this is 
true, the bar owner may have liability 
not only for your medical bills, lost 
wages, pain and emotional distress, 
there may also be grounds for puni- 
tive damages for retaining an unfit 





employee. 


I wish I could say that yours is the 
first such case I have heard of. Un- 
fortunately, we have handled many 
such cases. It seems that the job may 
appeal to a particular kind of per- 
son. Indeed, we find many of these 
offenders have criminal records and 
that their employers didn’t properly 
conduct a background check thereby 
making them liable for negligent 
hiring. 


Jeff, I suggest you round up those 
other witnesses, tell the owner to se- 
cure the video, make a photographic 
diary of your injuries and find a good 
trial lawyer to advise you of your 
rights.

For most of the past 40 years, the 
University of California, San Francisco 
has focused its attention on its Mission 
Bay campus. The UC system poured bil- 
lions of dollars into it, and the result is a 
state-of-the art medical and biotech fo- 
cused campus that has attracted sub- 
stantial outside investment. 

Now, after decades of buildout, 
there’s little room for more expansion, 
and UCSF is turning its attention to its 
other campus, Parnassus Heights. 

Located near the center of San 
Francisco, the original UCSF cam- 
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pus starts at the base of Mt. Sutro’s 
northern side, a less than 10 minute 
walk to Golden Gate Park. The amal- 
gamation of buildings there have been 
built across the past century, and the 
university powers that be would like to 
dramatically update its original home. 
The UCSF Comprehensive Parnassus 
Plan, released on Oct. 7, represents the 
first steps toward a process expected to 
take decades to complete. 

In broad strokes, the plan is to 
make the campus more aesthetically 
appealing, update the research spaces 
to contemporary standards, and gener- 
ally expand. 

But what form that expansion could 


take is what is worrying some mem- 
bers of the community. 


A big deal 
UCSF is a huge part of the fabric of San 
Francisco. By the university’s own esti- 
mation, it employs over 24,000 people 
and has an economic impact of $8.9 
billion in the Bay Area. The Parnassus 
campus consists of 71 buildings spread 
over 107 acres and plays host to an 
estimated 17,400 people each day in 
the form of students, staff, faculty, and 
patients. 

UCSF believes most of Parnassus is 
in dire need of a refresh. 

“The current physical state of the 


campus and limited infrastructure... 
are compromising the ability to recruit 
and retain faculty, clinicians, learners, 
and staff,” the report says. 

The report lists a variety of other 
concerns. The age of the buildings 
means that some still need to have 
seismic retrofits and others need to be 
brought in line with existing fire codes. 
Both parking garages require seismic 
upgrades. An Education Space Working 
Group found that there aren’t enough 
classrooms and existing classrooms are 
too often used for non-class purposes. 

Like the rest of the Bay Area, the 
campus needs more housing: The 
amount of student and faculty housing

across all UCSF sites is 1,251 units 
(which includes 595 units added in 
2019). By 2025, demand is expected 
to reach 2,030 units, according to the 
report. 

To accommodate the aesthetic and 
functional upgrades laid out in the 
plan, UCSF feels it needs more space, 
but it is unclear if it is seeking to 
increase density or increase its total 
footprint. Unlike other UC campuses, 
UCSF has an agreement in place with 
the UC Regents limiting its Parnassus 
campus (Mission Bay is not included, 
nor is housing square footage) to a 
total of 3.55 million gross square feet. 
Known as the 1976 Regents’ Resolu- 
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tion, this agreement was a response to 
concern from neighboring communi- 
ties about how far the campus would 
expand. 

As the Parnassus Plan has ad- 
vanced, it is expected that UCSF will 
ask the UC Regents to raise the space 
ceiling. A June 2019 report from Par- 
nassus Heights’ Community Working 
Group — comprised of university 
employees and community members 
from the surrounding neighborhoods 
— says that “although estimates are 
still being developed, The Comprehen- 
sive Parnassus Plan may contemplate 
exceeding the space ceiling by about 
30 percent, or by approximately 1.15 
million square feet.” 

By the time the final, October re- 
port came out, the figure had risen. 
“In order to meet these critical space 
needs, UCSF proposes to modify the 
Regents’ Resolution to increase the 
space ceiling by 1.5 million gsf, from 
3.55 million gsf to 5.05 million gsf.” 

Adding another 1.5 million square 
feet of space to Parnassus is a lot. 

For context, Proposition M limits the 
amount of new office space added to 
San Francisco each year to 950,000 
square feet. The Transamerica Pyramid 
is 500,000 square feet. UCSF wants 
permission from the UC Regents to 
add three Transamerica Pyramids 
worth of space to its campus. 

But while UCSF has touted commu- 
nity involvement at every stage, advi- 
sory committee members say the space 


ceiling increase was presented to them 
fait accompli; they were asked for their 
feedback on the impact of raising the 
space ceiling, but the raise itself was 
not up for debate. 

“We weren't involved in [debat- 
ing the space ceiling] because it was 
already decided before the advisory 
committee was created,” 
says Kelly Groth, an advi- 
sory committee member 
and co-president of the San 
Francisco Women’s Political 
Committee. “As far as the 
space ceiling, it does seem 
like the university’s saying 
‘Here’s what this is and 
what’s happening, but we 
need your help implement- 
ing wayfinding and other 
concerns the community 
may have.” 

Other members of the 
advisory committee — 
which meets once a month 
and with UCSF staff and 
members of the public — 
agreed. 

In addition to serving 
on the current advisory 
committee, Calvin Welch is 
currently a lecturer at the 
University of San Francisco 
and a longtime San Francisco political 
wonk who advised former mayor Willie 
Brown on UCSF’s Mission Bay foray in 
the 1990s. 

“After the decision [to raise the 
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space ceiling] was made, [UCSF] has 
formed an advisory committee to 
advise it on, it’s a little unclear to me 
what,” he says of the current group. 
“We've been presented with this long 
array of staff telling us the absolute 
necessity of this new space... there are 
several issues, not the least of which

A long way to go 

Many important steps still have to 
happen before UCSF can make such 
drastic changes, however. 

The next major step for UCSF is 
publishing a draft Environmental Im- 
pact Report in the spring of next year, 
according to a UCSF spokesperson. 
After getting more input from the pub- 
lic, the university plans to present the 
final EIR to the Regents in the second 
half of 2020. 

Some of the current advisory com- 
mittee members also want to move on 
from UCSF’s decision to ask the Re- 
gents to approve more building. 

“The number one issue in the first 
two meetings [of the advisory commit- 
tee] has been the space ceiling,” says 
Ben Jasik, a committee member who 
lives in a surrounding neighborhood. 
“One of the things we have to get 
through as a group, because it keeps 
coming up, is how do we move past it? 
How do we find a path forward?”

Water is everywhere in Bong Joon- 
ho’s highly anticipated class drama, Para- 
site. It bursts out of toilets in black-green 
deluges, it comes down from the sky in 
an unrelenting storm, it spills out of peo- 
ple as blooming pools of blood. Water is 
everywhere, but how the characters in 
Parasite cope with it differs wildly de- 
pending on how much money they have, 
and if they can literally afford to run 
from the water's rage. 

For the Park family, a downpour 
means a cancelled camping trip and 
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returning to their luxurious modern 
mansion. For the Kim family, a down- 
pour means a sewage flood and the 
inevitable collapse of their house and 
finances, which were teetering to begin 
with. 

Parasite isn’t Joon-ho’s first film 
to look at class and capitalism with 
cynical scrutiny — he’s well known for 
Snowpiercer, in which Chris Evans plays 
a gruff revolter battling class inequal- 
ity on an ever-moving train, and Okja, 
a semi-satirical takedown of capitalism 
which released on Netflix in 2017. 

But Parasite is Joon-ho’s first movie 
to win the coveted Palme d’Or at the

Cannes Film Festival. It’s also the first 
time that a South Korean director has 
ever achieved that honor, and it only 
takes a few minutes of watching the 
film to understand how it won witha 
unanimous vote. 

Parasite starts out as a light-heart- 
ed, whimsical comedy about a family 
living in poverty conning their way 
into an ultra-wealthy home. Kim Ki- 
woo (Choi Woo-shik) miraculously 
scores an English tutoring gig with the 
privileged daughter of tech million- 
aire Nathan Park (Lee Sun-kyun), 
and quickly plots to have his sister, 
father, and mother take over all other 
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necessary functions of the house. It 
feels almost like a game to watch the 
scheme unfold with intricate lies and 
complicated and valid intentions. They 
play the Park family like chess, each 
piece toppling into place until the Kims 
have fully integrated themselves into 
their home. 

But then, Parasite drastically 
morphs into a whole other genre with 
little warning but incredible grace. 
About halfway through the film, a dark 
secret spins the movie around, flipping 
and twisting the plot with surprising 
elegance. 

“The second half of the film didn’t 
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‘Parasite’ Now 


actually occur to me for the first few 
years I was thinking about this story,” 
Joon-ho said about the twist to The 
Atlantic. “Then it all came to me, and | 
wrote like it was a hurricane.” 

Part of that is also owed to its 
fusion of comedy and terror. Parasite 
does tonal acrobats. Scenes swerve 
between horrifying and hilarious. 
Sometimes they uncomfortably settle 
in both categories: A dog munches on 
barbecued meat that’s skewered into 
a human body; a woman is pushed 
down a flight of stairs while charming, 
non-diegetic high-speed music plays; 
two eyes curiously peer out of the 
darkness with perfect comedic timing, 
but traumatize a first-grader in the 
process. 

Parasite is ultimately a fable about 
the pitfalls of capitalism — how 
extreme poverty and wealth stand 
as proof to the failures of this sys- 
tem. The movie isn’t subtle about 
this in the slightest, but somehow, 
the heavy-handedness doesn’t feel 
heavy-handed. If anything, there’s a 
lot of power in how the movie looks 
at class with an unflinching glare, and 
manages to confuse what we might be 
preordained to think about right and 
wrong. 

The Kims have infiltrated this 
household with lies and worse. And 
yet, it’s hard to think that they’re the 
bad guys in this situation. The Parks, 
despite being generally nice people, un- 
wittingly show off their classism when 
they believe no one else is around. 
“People who ride the subway have a 
special smell,” Mr. Park says, disgusted. 
“T haven't taken the subway in years,” 
Mrs. Park (Cho Yeo-jeong) says, sec- 
onds before the two fetishize poverty 
for sex. 

Parasite isn’t saying anything new. 
But the grace with which it’s said and 
its characters’ aspirations are so vivid, 
Bong Joon-ho’s latest creation is really, 
devastatingly special. There’s really 
no doubt that Parasite is necessary 
watching.

Robert Townsend has led a pretty 
incredible life. Hailed as a black film pio- 
neer known for his film Hollywood Shuf- 
fle, Townsend has worn many hats — an 
actor, writer, producer, and comedian — 
while having worked with other major 
players in the entertainment industry 
like Morgan Freeman, Beyoncé, and 
Denzel Washington. And he’s sharing it 
all — his success stories, his lower mo- 
ments, and his life as one of the most in- 
fluential changers of Hollywood — ina 
new one-man comedy show called Living 
the Shuffle at Berkeley’s The Marsh, 
opening Oct. 25. 

“It’s really kind of an inspirational 
tale of a young dreamer, setting his 
eyes on Hollywood, and winning, and 
the ups and downs that come with 
winning,’ Townsend says. “It’s a story 


from behind the scenes of movies 

that ’ve made and TV shows that I’ve 
created, and it’s a glimpse into the real 
artist: Robert Townsend.” 

Townsend’s comedy show starts in 
Chicago, where he was born and raised. 
“When I talk about my journey, it 
started a million miles away from Hol- 
lywood,” Townsend says. “I grew up in 

one of the roughest parts of Chicago.” 

As a kid, Townsend was nicknamed 
“TV Guide” because he loved watching 
TV so much. “I was like a little studio 
executive, he says. He had even mem- 
orized the schedules and could give ed- 
ucated watching recommendations to 
friends and family and predict which 
shows were going to last based on all 
his knowledge. 

“T had watched so much television 
because I couldn’t go outside of the 
house because of the gangs,” Townsend 
says. ‘My mother was afraid I was go- 


ing to get recruited.” 

Townsend loved watching I Love 
Lucy, PBS’ Julius Caesar, and films by 
French director Francois Truffaut, and 
could also do impressions of about 
sixty characters on television. One of 
his favorite characters to imitate was 
the scarecrow from The Wizard of Oz. 
In a sense, Townsend started getting 
his “10,000 hours” in as a young child, 
and he continued building those hours 
throughout high school and after 
dropping out of college to focus on his 
acting. 

But perhaps one of the most 
pivotal moments of his career was 
when he risked everything to make 
Hollywood Shuffle. Hollywood Shuffle 
was a semi-autobiographical satire 
about black stereotypes in media. It 
was made on a $100,000 budget that 
Townsend had worked to fundraise 
himself, with no film school experience 


behind him and at a time when the 
idea of a person of color leading a proj- 
ect like this “wasn’t heard of,” he said 
to Vanity Fair in 2017. 

“I’m the director, I’m the co-writer, 
I’m the lead actor, I’m the producer, 
I’m the craft service, I drive the car 
with the equipment,” Townsend says 
about his experience making Hollywood 
Shuffle. “I’m the only investor, and I’m 
also the janitor.” 

Hollywood Shuffle grossed over $5 
million. The movie “helped to kick the 
door wide open for black talent in the 
late 80s” according to Vanity Fair —a 
monumental step forward for actors 
and artists of color in that era, and 
onwards. 

In his comedy show, Townsend 
promises to talk about the “hi-wire act 
that it takes to make your first movie. 

“Every artist has a unique story, 
and the point of view is always what

makes a movie or television or theater 
piece really interesting,” Townsend 
says. ‘I think I have a really unique sto- 
ry that has never been told.” 

Townsend believes he has been 
through a lot in his career, but find- 
ing the positive moments from the 
negatives is what keeps him going. He 
hopes his stories will do the same for 
other young aspiring artists. 

“At the end of the day, I want to 
bring joy to the planet,” Townsend 
says. I want all the dreamers to be 
born.”

Diagnosis. 


The French artist's film ‘Serendipity’ is an autobiography about art and cancer.

In her autobiographical film, 
Prune Nourry gets her hair cut by the 
late Agnés Varda. 

“So Agnes, according to you, am 
I still a woman with short hair, and 
one breast?” Nourry asks Varda. 
“Are these not the attributes of a 
woman?” 

“What kind of question is that?” 
Varda says. “There are some women 
with tiny breasts who are extremely 
feminine. And others with massive 
breasts, who are so feminine it an- 
noys the others.” 

At the age of 31, Nourry was 
diagnosed with breast cancer. An 
artist known for her insights into 
feminism, women’s bodies, and the 
newly-developing scientific world of 
procreation and bioethics, Nourry 
quickly found connections between 
her past work and her new diagnosis 
that felt like more than coincidence. 
So she made a film about it, placing 
herself in front of the camera, and 
puzzling together her own life with 
the help of other artistic friends in a 
way that felt very much like the title 
of her film — serendipity. 

“Being proactive of being your ill- 
ness really helps you. Not to be pas- 
sive, not to be a patient patient. But 
getting your hands on what happens 
to you — that’s really important,” 
Nourry says. “If you can transform 
something happening to you into 
art, or something that brings you 
further into a positive way, it really 
helps.” 

Nourry’s Serendipity doesn’t 
document the stages of her cancer 
or healing, but rather looks at the 
connections between bodies and 
science that Nourry had already 
been exploring through her perfor- 
mance art and sculpture. We look 
at the clips from her “Procreative 
Dinners,’ which she staged to mirror 
the process of medically-assisted 
procreation using almond paste and 
molds of her own nipple. Years after 


the “Procreative Dinners,” which 
took place in 2009, Nourry lost 
her nipple after undergoing a 
mastectomy — a coincidence 
that echoed itself throughout the 
course of the film and Nourry’s 
life. 

Serendipity also examines 
womanhood and agency, and 
how the two are tested and 
challenged by others. One of 
Nourry’s art projects involved 
burying 108 life-sized terracotta 
woman warriors in China. One 
of the male sculptors working on 
“Terracotta Daughters” at first 
“didn’t believe in her imagina- 
tion.” 

“T loved that — it took him 
many months that he would 
believe in it,” Nourry says. “And 
to him, when I see him, he con- 
siders the sculptures like his 
children, like his girls.” 

But Serendipity is still — very 
closely — an autobiography, 
focalized through Nourry’s art. 
The process was a way of finding 
“catharsis” amid a life-changing 
situation. 

“The act of pulling the cam- 
era towards myself and saying 
‘action’ to myself was a way to 
be proactive about my illness,” 
Nourry says. “And the same 
thing to transform that illness 
into a material of creation helped 
me to go through that.” 

And, it ended up ensuring that 
Nourry wouldn't be going through 
this difficult process alone. 

“T really needed that distance. 
It was about my experience, about 
my work. I wouldn't have made this 
movie without writer and producer 
Alastair Siddons,” Nourry says. “The 
editor was also key to that movie. 
He’s like a sculptor — he can make 
ten movies out of one.” 

Collaboration and aspirations for 
sincerity influenced the movie-mak- 
ing itself. 

“T didn’t want to do a voiceover.

It doesn’t work for me and for that 


movie. That’s why we decided on 
that format — of the conversation,” 
Nourry says of her and Siddons. “He 
was the one who was asking me the 
questions, and he knows me so well, 
and I trust him so much. So it was a 
very sincere exchange.” 

The conversations are spliced 
through different scenes from Nour- 
ry’s past projects. At one point, she 
recalls a question a friend in China 
had asked her: If Nourry could have 
any secret power, what would it be? 

“The answer came to me like 
that,” Nourry says in Serendipity. “I

The Current War: Director’s Cut 
Rated PG-13. 
Opens Friday at the AMC Metreon 16 and the 
AMC Dine-In Kabuki. 
It would seem to violate the laws of causality 
to append the subtitle “Director’s Cut” for a 
film’s initial theatrical release, but welcome to 
movies now. The original version of the Alfonso 
Gomez-Rejon picture now called The Current 
War: Director’s Cut which played at TIFF ’17 
was famously one of the last movies Harvey 
Weinstein fiddled with, so this re-fiddling 
might as well be titled The Current War: Harvey 
Weinstein Can Go Fuck Himself. With the 1893 
World’s Fair as the ticking clock, Thomas Edison 
(Benedict Cumberbatch) and his chief assistant 
Samuel Insull (Tom Holland) square off against 
George Westinghouse (Michael Shannon) to 
determine whether the United States will be 
powered by Edison’s beloved direct current, 
or Westinghouse’s more practical alternating 
current. (Yep, it’s Doctor Strange and Spider- 
Man teaming up against General Zod. Welcome 
to movies now.) Gomez-Rejon shoots this 
infrastructure origin story like an action movie, 
complete with heart-pounding closeups of old- 
timey technology, and plenty of wide vistas 
and dramatically stormy nighttime skies. But 
the brightest idea in The Current War: Harvey 
Whostein Now? is the casting of Cumberbatch; 
his charisma softens Edison’s well-documented 
dickishness, which the film itself never fully 
engages with. Meanwhile, Nikola Tesla (Nicholas 


Hoult) pops up occasionally because he’s beloved 
in the 2010s, and even historical dramas need to 
remain current. Sherilyn Connelly 


The Kill Team 

Rated R. Opens Friday at the Roxie. 
Not letting good /k/ and /t/ sounds go to waste, 
Dan Krauss’ new The Kill Team is a dramatization 
of real-life atrocities committed by the United 
States Army in Afghanistan, which Krauss first 
covered in his 2014 documentary titled The Kill 
Team. The documentary The Kill Team was more 
of a courtroom drama about the way the Army 
hung the whistleblower out to dry, while the 
narrative The Kill Team is a Platoon-style battle 
for the soul of future whistleblower Andrew 
Briggman (Nat Wolff), who couldn’t be more 
excited to go to Afghanistan to shoot guns 
and prove his manhood. Under the command 
of alpha male Sergeant Deeks (Alexander 
Skarsgard), Briggman finds a far more brutal 
bro-culture than expected as his band of 
brothers kill civilians and plant weapons on 
their bodies—as one soldier foreshadows, you 
don’t win wars by zip-tying people. Briggman 
actor Nat Wolff’s brother Alex has tended to 
get higher-profile roles, especially last year’s 
Hereditary, which told much of its story 
through Alex’s silent expressions. There must 
be something in the Wolff DNA, for Nat’s face 
is no less expressive than Alex’s, and even if Nat 
never uttered a single phoneme in The Kill Team 
youd know where Briggman is emotionally at 
any moment. Most actors would kill for that 
talent.

San Francisco’s Filipino residents 
have been displaced not once but twice. 

Following the 1981 demolition of 
the I-Hotel in what was then known 
as “Manilatown,’ the heart of the 
community shifted from the Manhat- 
tan-izing northern edge of the Finan- 
cial District into South of Market, but 
that neighborhood was bulldozed only 
a few years later to make room for the 
Yerba Buena development on the su- 
perblock bounded by Mission, Howard, 
Third, and Fourth streets. 

This phase of evictions and dis- 
placement affected other groups that 
called SoMa home — notably a work- 
ing-class queer/leather subculture 
whose presence is still felt farther west 
— but considering that Filipinos have 
become the most numerous category 
of Asian-Americans in California, it’s 
arguably more of a historical slight in 
need of redress. 

Having developed as a response to 
the controversial, 5M development — 
a billion-dollar, four-acre project that 
detractors maintain will only increase 
the exodus of Filipino residents and 
heritage — SOMA Pilipinas has quick- 
ly grown into one of San Francisco’s 
feistiest and most quickly flourishing 
cultural districts. Its proponents 
weren't about to see their community 
atomized for the third time. 

For the last several years, Kulti- 
vate Labs has been the force behind 
UNDISCOVERED SE, a series of night 
markets and other events that draw 
awareness to local Filipino small busi- 
nesses, many of which are culinary in 
nature. And last Friday night, in an 
event space inside another spiffy SoMa 
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Republika's Sisig Bowl 
(gri pork, atchara, 
garlic rice, and a slow- 
_ cooked egg).

development, Kultivate Labs’ executive 
director Desi Darangan gave an update 
on the project’s notably rapid timeline, 
centered on Republika SF, a retail spot 
and business incubator on the ground- 
floor of a city-owned parking garage 
on Mission Street that by 2020 will 
begin to anchor a thriving commercial 
strip of Filipino-owned businesses, 
eventually putting SOMA Pilipinas on 
an equal footing to more established 
cultural districts like Japantown. 

There have been some fortuitous 
moments, as Darangan noted while 
guests dug into plates of kettle corn 
with umami-sweet bagoong (or fer- 
mented shrimp paste) glaze, black pep- 
per, chicharrons, and nori. The night 
before he died, Mayor Ed Lee sent a 
letter to the SFMTA urging the agency 
to work with SOMA Pilipinas on its 
retail-revival plan. 

“It wasn’t binding,” Darangan told 
SF Weekly later that evening. “It was a 
directive: ‘I want to see this happen.’ 
We had several meetings with SFMTA 
and they didn’t take us seriously, but 
after that, it completely turned around 
— and they’re actually giving us the 
deal of a lifetime, $1 a square foot.” 

While projects like the Van Ness 
Bus Rapid Transit plan creep along, 
SOMA Pilipinas is moving quickly. Fili- 
pino-owned businesses, like a boutique 
called The Living Room and a restau- 
rant called Nick’s Filipino, are sched- 
uled to open in the next year or so. 
Republika will debut with flexible retail 
spaces for rotating entrepreneurs, plus 
allocated room for Arkipelago Books 
(whose sales Darangan already helped 
increase dramatically by reworking 
their website). Without ignoring the 
struggles that other businesses in the 


area have endured, the fact that post- 
5M SoMa is in a period of profound 
flux may actually be advantageous. 

“We think we can do it by 2020,” 
Darangan says of the ambitious 
timeline. “We partner with other de- 
velopers, because there’s always areas 
where you can collaborate. They’re 
given mandates to have some kind of 
community benefit. We try to make it 
easy for them to want to partner with 
us in terms of placing businesses. We 
don’t want to shake them down. We 
want to show them a portfolio of via- 
ble businesses to choose from, instead 
of muscling in.” 

Dyan Ruiz and Joseph Smooke, 
co-founders of [people. power. media] 
who were present Friday evening, 
agreed with Darangan’s assessment. 

“We brought SOMA Pilipinas up” 
during the 5M fight, Ruiz said. “How 
can 5M be fast-tracked, and SOMA 
Pilipinas has been on the ‘slow-track’ 
for 10 years?” 

While it might be overly transac- 
tional to conclude simply that the city 
owes its Filipino constituency because 
of past wrongs, Smooke believes “polit- 
ical guilt” helped the project along. (He 
is also the chair of the board of SOM- 
CAN, the South of Market Community 
Action Neighborhood.) 

On Monday, Daragan revealed that 
Boston Properties, the owners of the 
Salesforce Tower, had issued a one- 
to-one matching grant up to $2,000 
for Republika, which is effectively the 
next step for UNDISCOVERED (whose 
popular events will still take place, of 
course). And mobile catering company 
Straight Up will become the bar-and- 
cafe at the center of Republika, proving 
its mettle on Friday. Filipino food is 
having a moment, or maybe “yet an- 
other” moment. 

Straight Up’s clever bread roll dip 
— basically an ode to the bread-and- 
Cheez Wiz snack its creator grew up 
on — combined buttered and toasted 
biscocho with confit garlic, chives, and 
a coconut-chick pea base into a treat 
lighter than any raclette. But the high- 
brow-lowbrow masterpiece was the 
“Bistek Chistek,” chuck steak marinat- 
ed in pepper relish with caramelized 
onions and provolone on a torpedo 
roll in an homage to Manila by way of 
Philadelphia. 

While sisig is normally crispy, 
Straight Up’s presentation of grilled 
pork belly, pork cheeks, and pork ears 
cooked in soy sauce, butter, and vine- 


gar was almost creamy in texture. This 
is because the future location inside 
Republika, a multi-purpose venue, 

all but prohibits a smoke-belching 
kitchen. But its fattiness squared with 
a soju-based “mango chili-mansi,” a 
sweet-spicy concoction of mango nec- 
tar, calamansi lime juice, honey, anda 
chili-lime rim garnished with a chili- 
dried mango. 

Not everyone in San Francisco 
speaks Tagalog, but its clear that 
Straight Up, Republika, and SOMA 
Pilpiinas speak the language of San 
Francisco: food. 


New Noodles 

Not far away, the world’s first Mi- 
chelin-starred ramen restaurant has 
opened in a street-facing quadrant 

of the Metreon. Chef Yuki Onishi’s 
first international foray for Tsuta has 
a slim menu centered on fastidiously 
prepared soba noodles. While hardly a 
food-court booth, the interior is about 
as neutral and spartan as San Francis- 
co restaurants get — although much 
bigger than the nine-seat, 150-bowl-a- 
day original — allowing the ramen to 
speak for itself. 

How much ramen can this city 
handle? At Tsuta, the answer is di- 
rectly proportional to one’s love of 
chashu and of truffle oil. The roasted 
pork comes as a standalone appetizer, 
served cold with a butter sauce, as well 
as in the broth, while white and black 
truffle oils each grace one of the three 
primary ramen preparations. Since 
miso ramen tends to be salty, we went 
with the ajitama chashu shoyu soba, 
whose perfectly cooked eggs nourish 
the ramen that nourishes you. Hosaki 
menma (fermented bamboo shoots) 
deepen the dish, but no matter how 
gilt with truffle oil, the standout is the 
noodles themselves: supple and agree- 
able to the tooth. 

For being so soupy, Tsuta is none- 
theless dry, with no liquor license, 
hence no sake. But from bowls to trays, 
the accouterments are elegant, lending 
a “for serious ramen-istas only” cast. 
Ramen weather will be here eventually 
— maybe next week, maybe the week 
after — and when it does, remember 
to double up on the soba.

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For those of you who don’t have 
time blocked out of your calendar this 
weekend to wait for the latest matcha 
infused delectable, head to Hayes 
Valley for something decadent and 
delicious. 

Hayes Valley Bakeworks has been 
open for around 8 years and has two 
locations, one on Gough Street and 
another a few blocks away on Golden 
Gate Avenue. The bakery/café operates 
as anon-profit “social enterprise” and 
provides employment for formerly in- 
carcerated individuals and training for 
people with disabilities who are home- 
less or at risk. 

Outside of Hayes Valley Bakework’s 
good deeds, they also have some really 
tasty food. 

The menu consists of coffee house 
staples like muffins, scones, quiche, 
soups, and sandwiches, all perfect to 
grab on-the-go. One fun standout is 
the daily vegetarian slice of pizza. The 
crust is made from a quinoa potato 
dough and smothered with local in- 
gredients like butternut squash, gor- 
gonzola, and walnut or artichoke, sun 
dried tomatoes, ricotta and parmesan.

The toppings are light and fresh, while 
the super grain-infused dough has a 
lovely crisp. It’s not a New York slice, 
but it’s not really trying to be. This is 
a farmer’s pizza, like it was plucked 
fresh from the garden. It’s the pizza 
that doesn’t make you feel guilty when 
you re craving a midweek cheat meal. 

But it’s not the slices that keeps me 
coming back to Bakeworks time and 
time again. The culprit of that crime is 
much more wicked. 

Hayes Valley Bakeworks makes a 
cheese and herb pastry that is so good 
it makes me feel like I’m doing some- 
thing wrong. The aromatic danish has 
cheese folded into its flakey layers, 
spiraling toward its moist center. The 
wonderful, buttery greases coat my 
fingers as I meticulously tear apart the 
sheets of pasty. At this point there is 
nothing I can do to defend my break- 
fast hedonism, so Ill take it all the way 
and order the roll that also has ham 
incorporated into its pleats. 

This is one of those treats that you 
can't imagine ever eating again after 
you ve housed an entire one. And yet, 
it only takes a couple days for the 


monkey to come crawling right up your 
back, gnawing at the bit for thyme, 
sage, and a browned French cheese. It 
is just so, so good. 

So next time you're in the mood 
for a quick but not-so-light breakfast, 
and you want to avoid the crowds 
that come with Pinterest communal 
workspaces, head over to Hayes Valley 
Bakeworks for a hot cup of joe and an 
herbaceous roll.

For food: 

There’s no doubt that the Chase Cen- 
ter is a stadium made for its locals. 

It’s working with several Bay Area 
businesses to bring you Sam’s Chow- 
der House from Half Moon Bay, San 
Francisco's Hot Dog Bill’s (which will 
be serving the acclaimed “Burger Dog,” 
formerly exclusive to visitors to the 
Olympic Club Golf Course or Napa’s 
Silverado Golf Course), Tacolicious, 
and Tony G’s, and Bakesale Betty from 
Oakland. 

We're especially excited to see Big 
Nate’s BBQ, which has a long history 
with the NBA thanks to its founder, 
former Golden State Warrior and Hall 
of Famer Nate Thurmond, who died 
at 74 in 2016. Thurmond’s restaurant 
used to stand on Folsom Street in 
SoMa, but closed in 2011. It’s now 
being reimagined as a BBQ kiosk in the 
Chase Center in honor of Thurmond’s 
legacy. 

Another highlight: La Cocina. La 
Cocina has made waves as a game 
changer for San Francisco’s food scene, 
fostering low-income women entre- 
preneurs by working as an incubator 
for small food businesses. The first La 
Cocina vendor will be Alicia’s Tamales 
Los Mayas. 

La Cocina is one of the Chase Cen- 
ter’s “taste makers.” Other taste mak- 
ers include: CC Made, Earl’s Brittle, 
Old Skool Café, Omakase Restaurant 
Group’s Live Sushi and Dumpling 
Time, Sarap Shop, Sugar & Spun, 
Yvonne’s Southern Sweets, Tin Pot 
Creamery, and La Corneta Tacqueria. 

Overwhelmed by the choices? We’d 
recommend checking out Sarap Shop, 
a Filipino-American food truck (and 
now Chase Center vendor) that focuses 
on feel-good foods. Old Skool Café is 
also on our radar: It’s a youth-run, jazz 
supper club that serves soul food. For 
sweets, you can't go wrong with the 
classics. Try some of Sugar & Spun’s 
unique cotton candy flavors, or CC 
Made’s caramel popcorn. 


For beer and other drinks: 
Budweiser fans (if they exist) will be 
excited to see the two-story Budweiser 
Legends Club, open to sideline club 
ticket holders. For a local taste, San 
Francisco’s Magnolia Beer will be 
served at multiple locations, including 
its Magnolia Brewing City Bistro. 

There are more than enough bar 
spaces across the Chase Center to keep 
the drinks flowing throughout the 
night. This includes Tanduay Rum The- 
ater Boxes, a Jameson bar from Pernod 
Ricard, and a Hennessy Bar serving 
Moét Hennessy spirits. 

For those interested in nonalcoholic 
options, there will be Pepsi “hydration 
stations” located through the Chase 
Center, and Peet’s Coffee served at dif- 
ferent locations.

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Tenacious D Takes on Trump 


Tenacious D

It was once just fun and games 
for Tenacious D’s Jack Black and Kyle 
Gass. 

But the self-described “Court 
Jesters of Rock,” famous for their 
mock-rock lyrics about their musical 
superiority, sexual prowess, and pot 
use, knew they had to get serious when 
Trump was elected president in 2016. 

“Truth be told, we had a whole dif- 
ferent project planned,” Black tells SF 
Weekly. “But then when [Trump] won 
the election, Tenacious D headquarters 
were rocked severely. It felt like 9/11. 
It shook our foundation and was a su- 
per depressing time for us.” 

“It really shook our fundation,” 
Gass, a Bay Area native from Walnut 
Creek, adds without missing a beat. 

After taking a few months to get 
their bearings, the pair was convinced 
that it would be impossible to ignore 
the current political climate — what 
they regarded as a “post-apocalyptic 
nightmare” — and pen an album about 
anything else. So they got to work de- 
veloping a protest project that would 
become 2018's 21-track Post-Apocalyp- 
to album and companion six-episode 
animated YouTube series dubbed Tena- 
cious D: Post-Apocalypto. 

But how will the musical comedy 
translate to the stage when Tenacious 
D plays SF Masonic on Friday? 

“A lot of people are saying it’s a rock

opera akin to Pink Floyd’s The Wall,” 
Black says. “It’s X-rated but animated, 
so it doesn’t go under the same rules as 
your everyday pornography. If it’s car- 
toon full penetration, you can get away 
with a little more.” 

“This is the homecoming,” adds 
Gass. “It’s always fun to play the 
hometown. Plus the Bay Area is a great 
progressive area, so it’s going to go 
over well.” 

Tenacious D: Post-Apocalypto — 
written, directed, hand-drawn, and 
voice-acted by Black and Gass — starts 
out uneventfully enough, with the two 
band members and friends sitting on 
a couch, playing video games and dis- 
cussing the merits of fiber bars. 

But the pair can’t hide out from 
the world’s ills for long. So when their 
landlord comes knocking at their door 
demanding rent, they make a break for 
it, jumping into a refrigerator, which 
transports them to a post-apocalyptic 
wasteland, ravaged by global warming 
and nuclear war. 

While fending off penis-shaped 
monsters, randy cavewomen, space col- 
onists, Nazis, Klansmen, and Donald 
Trump Jr. in their new nightmarish 
reality, they come to understand that 
it’s their obligation to save not just 
themselves but also all of humanity 
from destruction. 

“We saw an opportunity to indulge 
in one of our favorite genres — the 
post-apocalyptic cinematic history 
that’s rich with rad movies like Mad 
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Max 2 and The Matrix,” says Black. 
“So we said, ‘Let’s do a cool, animated 
post-apocalyptic musical comedy to 
address the situation.” 

In it, Black and Gass tackle the 
issues they believe pose the most im- 
mediate threats to human civilization: 
global warming, toxic masculinity, 
prejudice, income inequality, and cor- 
porate greed. 

“Apocalypto,” which bookends the 
movie, is a fine fight song, but the 
standout track from the project is defi- 
nitely “Colors.” Sung by a fictionalized 
Donald Trump Jr., the poignant track 
conveys Don Jr.’s regret for seeing the 
world in black and white and bottom 
lines — without compassion for oth- 
ers or the environment — as well as 
the irrevocable toll that conservative 
closed-mindedness has taken on our 
world. Without racial diversity and bio- 
diversity, the planet has become a sad, 
dry, and gray dystopia. 

If the Department of Homeland 
Security still used color-coded terror 
alerts to determine threat level, Trump 
would be regarded as an orange or 
high-risk danger to everything the 
world holds dear, according to Tena- 
cious D. 

“But the rise of this sort of fascist 
instinct to build a wall — it’s not just 
the Orange Menace or the United 
States,” adds Black. “It’s Me First 
and the Gimme Gimmes. Around the 
world, it’s a fever. It’s jingoistic. It’s a 
fear of invasion. It’s xenophobia and a 





Fear of a Black Planet and “We've gotta 
get rid of those nasty others.’ It’s a 
thing that happens before the cataclys- 
mic world war.” 

If there’s an obvious moral to this 
story, Black says it in the animated 
movie: “Fuck the video games. Life’s 
too short.” The inference here is that 
everyone else should follow suit and 
engage with the world’s problems if 
they’re ever to be solved. 

Tenacious D may not have been 
the obvious option for a political proj- 
ect like this, but that’s what, in their 
minds, makes them the perfect choice. 

“It just feels like it’s time for the 
serious clown,’ Black says. “The reality 
of our world right now is like a dark 
comedy. Our president is laughably 
terrifying, so we are perfectly situated 
and suited to take on the mantle be- 
cause we're clowns. I feel like it’s our 
responsibility to say, ‘Yeah, it’s fucking 
dark, ridiculous, and laughable how 
shitty our president is and how fucked 
up the world is becoming.” 

“We're the court jesters of rock,” 
says Gass, “and this is an absurdist 
farce.” 

It’s the ongoing opportunities 
to work on exciting projects like 
Post-Apocalypto that’s kept the pair 
together for 25 years — even after 
Black’s acting career skyrocketed as 
a result of memorable roles in 2000's 
High Fidelity, 2003's School of Rock, 
2005’s King Kong, and 2006’s Nacho 
Libre. 

Plus, Black and Gass (the 2014 
Grammy winners for Best Metal Per- 
formance for their cover of Ronnie 
James Dio’s “The Last In Line”) enjoy 
the greater creative control they can 
exercise with Tenacious D. 

“We write and direct all the content 
and it’s a time for us to really be who 
we are as opposed to a puppet in some- 
one else’s production,” Black says. “We 
have real concepts like Post-Apocalypto 
and it’s exciting to have a project that’s 
a long-term thing. It’s all part of one 
long Cervantes-style Don Quixote sto- 
ry of two guys who think they’re rock 
stars, but they’re really just weird old 
men that are deluded. It’s fun to keep 
it going.”

Arguably one of hip-hop’s most forward-thinking minds of the 
past decade, Danny Brown’s delirious brand of cerebral rap has 
always stood in a class of its own. On his recently released fifth 
album, uknowhatimsayin?, Brown presents his most personal 
album yet where the emcee always sounds like he is in control 
over the beats without ever sounding restrained. Born and 
raised in Detroit, Brown initially had to work against the hip- 
hop industry, as some executives considered his style to be too 
eccentric to be commercially viable. Brown would eventually 


sign to Fool’s Gold prior to the release of his breakthrough 
studio album, XXX, introducing listeners to the rapper’s 
animated production sense and drug-referencing rhymes. 
Brown would receive further critical acclaim with his 2013 
album Old, a carefully constructed hour of kaleidoscopic hip- 
hop chaos that would solidify Brown as a bonafide rap star who 
could cross over into other genres without resistance. After 
signing to legendary experimental music label Warp in 2016, 
Brown would release his fourth album, Atrocity Exhibition, a 
raw and anarchistic exercise that incorporates elements of 
industrial and techno for a wholly singular sound. The dark 
and abrasive tone from Atrocity Exhibition is left behind on 
uknowhatimsayin? in favor of lighter-sounding, golden age- 
inspired hip-hop thanks to production help from Q-Tip, which 
allows Brown to deliver his funniest and most endearing 
material to date.

The drastic sonic evolution Kero Kero Bonito went through in the 
two-year gap between their bubbly debut album Bonito Generation 
and their acclaimed sophomore effort Time ’n’ Place could easily 
convince listeners that completely different bands are on each 
album. However, the London experimental pop trio have proven 
that their idiosyncratic sound is their biggest asset, as Time ’n’ Place 
hears the trio tap into shoegaze and punk influences. The group 
began when longtime friends and musicians Gus Lobban and Jamie 
Bulled sought to form a pop group, connecting with singer Sarah 
Midori Perry on an internet forum for expatriates and putting out 
their debut single, “Coursework Story,” in 2012. The trio’s proper 
debut, Bonito Generation, is a candy-coated collection of Nintendo- 
tinged electropop songs marked by Midori’s peppy vocals and 
J-pop-inspired production that works best in small doses. While 
the pop-intensive structure remained, the trio would approach 

a more guitar-heavy sound for their next album, 2018's Time ’n’ 
Place, a blissfully melancholic listen that balances warm-sounding 
textures with moments of oddball, distortion-filled freak-outs.
